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THE CONTRA COSTA COUNTY BOARD OF 
SUPERVISORS recognizes RACES for 
their contribution to the community 
in the aftermath of the October 17, 
1989 earthquake.

It was my privilege to attend the 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
of Contra Costa County and receive 
a resolution thanking the RACES 
organization for its assistance in 
the aftermath of the October 17 
earthquake. We are indeed fortunate 
in this County to have the support 
of the Board and the governmental 
officials. It makes our '‘'job' much 
easier. The resolution was written 
by OES Director Gary Brown and 
introduced by County Administrator 
Phil Batchelor who made some addi- 
tional complimentary comments about 
our work. The text of the resolution 
follows: 


WHEREAS, 


on October 17, 1989 an 
earthquake measuring 7.1 on the 
Richter scale struck the San 
Francisco Bay Area, causing 67 


deaths and billions of dollars in 


property damage; and, 


WHEREAS, upon activation of the 
County Emergency Operating Center 
(EOC) it was discovered that tele- 
phone communication was severely 
hampered due to system overload; 
and, | 4 
WHEREAS, inter-agency communication 
during a disaster is vital to 
effective coordination of response 
efforts and procurement of needed 
resources; and, 


after the

WHEREAS, immediately 

October 17th earthquake, 
the Contra Costa County Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES) reported to the County EOC 
(Emergency Operating Center) and 
other key locations as required to 
provide critical radio communica- 
tions between emergency response 


agencies such as police departments, 
tire districts, hospitals, 
utilities, Red Cross, city EOC's and 
State OES Region Office; and, 


WHEREAS, during the week following 
the earthquake, up to one hundred 
(100) RACES members per day were 
providing essential emergency 
communications throughout the Bay 
Area and for several days were the 
only reliable communications link to 
the Los Gatos and Santa Cruz areas; 
and, 


WHEREAS, the Contra Costa County 
RACES group has always been ready, 
willing and able to work coopera- 
tively with the county and other 
public agencies to develop a coor- 
dinated and reliable volunteer 
emergency communications: 


IT IS HEREBY, BY THIS BOARD RESOLVED, 
that it extends its warmest thanks 
and most sincere appreciation to 
Dwayne Eskridge, Emergency Coordin- 
ator, East Bay Section, and Larry 
Kaye, District Emergency Coordina- 
tor/Radio Officer for Contra Costa 
County and all of the RACES members 
who unselfishly donate their time, 
talent and equipment during 
emergencies, to the benefit of all 
County residents.

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH of 
V.P. DON LEDWITH, KT7SDF 
By Don Ledwith 
T have been a ham since high 
echool. I was introduced to radio 
SWLing while in grade school in 
Lincoln, Nebraska. My family had an 
old console radio/phonograph on 
which I found the short-wave bands. 
I mostly listened to the BBC and 
Radio Moscow. My family moved to 
Salt Lake City, Utah, leaving the 
old radio behind in Nebraska. I 
saved my allowance and lawn mowing 
money and bought a Hallicrafter's S- 
38E where I discovered the ham bands 
again and heard someone across town 
who sounded about my age (junior 
high). I thought, "if he can get his 

ticket, so can I!" 

I was encouraged toward my goal 
by giving a communications/electron- 
ics talk to my science class. I 
bought a Ryder code course and the 
ARRL study guides from a catalog. I 
had my novice ticket and was on the 
air with a DX-40 with the old S-38E 
from my grandmother's garage when I 
was a high school freshman. 

After a year, I received my 
General license and was running a 
Heathkit DX-60 and HR-10 I'd built 
for HF and a 2-meter lunch box 
around them. From my granny's garage 
I got my WAS and even the Real Rag 
Chewers award (24 hour continuous 
QSO). Being a '7' in Utah was great, 
everyone needed the State for some 
award or other. 

I was very active on the air 
until my sophomore year at the 
University of Utah. I moved to a 
dormitory but couldn't put up 2 


decent antenna, which was the 
beginning of several years living in 
places where hamming activities 


weren't allowed. 

I was commissioned in the Army 
when I graduated from college and 
soon after was stationed in Korea 
for a year where I operated as 
HLOTY. I made Christmas ‘phone 
patches available to the troops,and 


did a lot of 'phone patching through 
a station near my home in Utah and 
later was able to present a plaque 
from the Commanding General to the 
Utah ham for his help. 

I got acquainted with compu- 
ters while on active duty; using an 
old plugboard wire punch card system 
to track Vietnam era AWOL's at Ft. 
Meade, Maryland. 

After active duty I returned to 
graduate school in Utah and received 
my MBA. An undergraduate degree in 
International Relations wasn't of 


much use, especially in the data 
processing field. 

At that time, hamming was 
limited to 9-meter mobile = and 


running the State Civil Defense Net 
from the State EOC. é 

When I received my MBA in ‘73 
I also got a job as a data 
processing systems engineer in San 
Francisco--just what I wanted. I 
in data processing and now 
supervise a team of analysts who
